Sir: I have the honor to transmit, herewith, a statement containing the 

information called for by a resolution of the Senate of the 23d instant, in 
relation to the officers of the engineer and ordnance corps entitled to double 
rations under the regulations of this Department of the 23d ultimo. By that 
regulation the allowance of double rations is confined to those cases only in 
which it is clearly authorized by law. To the several classes of officers em¬ 
braced by it, other than those in command of garrisoned posts, additional ra¬ 
tions were allowed by regulations in force prior to the reduction of the army 
in 1815—to officers of engineers by regulations issued as early as July 5, 
1808. And as the regulations in force prior to the reduction of the army, 
were explicitly recognised and adopted by the 9th section of the act of April 
M, 1816, those granting additional rations thus became law, supplemental to 
and modifying the act of 1802, which confers the power to allow them. 
But the regulation of the 23d ultimo restricts the allowance to those officers 
of the engineers only who immediately superintend the construction or re¬ 
construction of works, in whole or in part, excluding all those who attend only 
to casual repairs. The cases embraced are those involving heavy and onerous 
responsibility, large operations and expenditures, the control and direction of 
considerable numbers of men, and in many instances the duties of paymas¬ 
ters, quartermasters, and commissaries—paying the men and providing for 
tueir quarters and subsistence. These cases, in all respects, as fully warrant 
the allowance as those of officers of corresponding grades in command of 
garrisoned posts. 

The officers of the ordnance corps in charge of the arsenals of construc¬ 
tion, are, to all intents, in command of garrisoned posts; for, beside consider¬ 
able numbers of mechanics engaged upon work of a military character, they 
hate under their command commissioned officers and enlisted men. Their 
'titlesare very responsible and important; requiring scientific and military 
acquirements and experience of higityiharacter; and they are as much sub¬ 
ject to the expenses for which the allowance of additional rations was in- 
enued as an indemnification, as officers commanding posts garrisoned with

analogy of position, the nature, extent, and importance of their duties, and 
the expenses to which they are subject, are equally entitled to the allowance, 

In consequence of the nature of the duties upon which the officers of the 
corps of Topographical Engineers are at present engaged, and the restricted 
operations upon the works under their change, none of them are at this time 
entitled to double rations under the regulation of the 23d ultimo.
